Tattersall's  skiers  enjoyed  some  ex¬ 
cellent  skiing  conditions  during  1985, 
particularly  during  the  Men's  Week  at 
Wirruna  Lodge,  Perisher.  The  Thredbo 
week  at  Roslyn  Lodge  was  most  enjoy¬ 
able  too.  The  unreliable  snow  conditions 
early  in  the  season  again  affected  the 
number  of  areas  open  for  skiing.  This 
has  prompted  the  Ski  Club  committee 
to  investigate  the  possibility  of  arrang¬ 
ing  a  week  next  year  at  Roslyn,  later  in 
the  season  —  probably  immediately 
after  the  August/September  school 
holidays. 

This  year  has  been  an  active  one 
within  the  Ski  Club.  This  season  marks 
the  retirement  of  Peter  Evans  after 
many  years'  devoted  service  as  presi¬ 
dent  and  the  election  of  Graham  Smith 
as  his  replacement.  Also  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Peter  Magnus,  Richard  McPhail 
and  Ashley  Reed  to  the  committee  and 
the  retirement  of  Peter  Burrows.  The 
most  recent  committee  meeting  indi¬ 
cated  that  with  the  new  "blood"  will 
come  fresh  ideas  and  a  promising  and 
bright  future  for  the  Ski  Club. 

Of  interest  to  all  skiers  is  the  progress 


on  the  underground  rail  system  "ski 
tube".  The  ski-tube  management  says 
it  is  confident  of  breaking  through  at 
Perisher  Valley  from  the  main  station 
starting  point  at  Bullocks  Terminal  in 
early  1986.  That  will  give  the  construc¬ 
tion  team  plenty  of  time  to  complete 
the  Perisher  Station  centre  for  the  1986 
ski  season.  The  cost  for  an  all-day 
multi-trip  ticket  will  be  $8.  Children 
under  14  years  will  be  half  price. 
"Family"  and  "season"  tickets  will  be 
available. 

With  the  ski-lift  ticket  prices  ever 
increasing,  more  and  more  skiers  are 
discovering  the  simple  pleasures  of 
cross-country  skiing. 

Many  skiers  find  that  to  mix  three  or 
four  days'  downhill  with  two  or  three 
days'  cross-country  balances  out  a  week's 
skiing  beautifully. 

The  top  instructors  confirm  the  writer's 
opinion  that  cross-country  skiing  helps 
your  downhill  skiing  tremendously. 
On  cross-country  skis  you  must  stand 
very  much  in  a  balanced  position  on 
your  skis.  If  you  are  too  far  forward  you 
must  fall  as  there  is  nothing  holding 


the  heel  of  your  boot  down.  You  can¬ 
not  sit  back  because  the  boots  do  not 
support  you  like  downhill  boots  and  * 
apart  from  that  your  skis  will  go  from 
under  you. 

Therefore,  you  must  stand  balanced 
in  the  middle  of  your  cross-country 
skis.  To  ski  downhill  this  is  also  gener¬ 
ally  your  best  position.  However,  many 
downhill  skiers  can  get  away  with 
being  poorly  balanced  by  relying  on 
their  boots  and  bindings  to  compensate. 

So  the  tip  is  to  do  some  cross-country 
skiing  with  your  friends  (not  alone), 
remember  to  advise  lodge  members  of 
your  destination  and  estimated  return¬ 
ing  time.  The  decision  to  try  cross¬ 
country  skiing  will  help  your  budget 
and  may  make  all  the  difference  the 
next  time  you  step  onto  your  downhill 
skis. 

Furthermore,  it  will  provide  the 
opportunity  to  discover  the  mountains 
and  experience  the  beauty  of  new 
vistas.
